Contends Public 
Does Not Know 


School’s Plight 


The Elba Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club held 
its regular monthly meeting 
Monday night, this week, at 
Paul's Cafe. 

As closing observance of Na- 
tional Business Women's Week 
the club heard a program de- 
voted to public schools, Speak- 
ers included Mr. Curtis Duke, 
Mr. Max Bowdoin, Supt. of Ci- 
ty Schools, and Mrs. W. M. 
Ringsdorf, teacher of the Spe- 
cial class in the grammar 
school, 

Mr. Duke, who has formerly 
served as State Director of Pub 
lic Relations for the Division of 
Classroom Teachers, and is pre. 
sently in his third year as 
chairman of the Public Rela- 
tions Committee of Coffee 
County Education Association, 
gave the main address on ‘Pub 
lic Relations and Our Public 
Schools.” 

In placing the blame for the 
predictament our schools are in 
today, ‘Mr. Duke said that ecdfti- 
cators have been negligent in 
telling the people of their pro- 
blems. 

“We need a vitalized cam- 
paign to awaken the public and 
teachers.” He contends that 
Alabama teachers must rist 
and demand respect, and stop 
apologizing for their profess- 
ion, Quoting statistics on mon- 
ey spent last year by the citi- 
zens of Alabama, he stated 
“Last year 330 billion dollars 
was spent on liquor, tobacco, 
and entertainment, as compar- 
ed to 13 billion spent on edu- 
cation.” “The most important 
thing next to the home and 
church is education.” ‘Many 
pay $50 yearly for bug exter- 
mination and pay only $15 for 
education.” 

Mr. Duke brought out the 
fact that we pay our baby sit- 
ters more than our’ teachers. 
Baby sitters receive fifty cents 
an hour, teachers, ten cents. 
He concluded by saying the 
teachers must demand higher 
salaries, and not settle for any_ 
thing less; that the local school 
boards must assume the  re- 
sponsibility of finding ways to 
support the schools so that the 
teachers can spend their time 
teaching and not “peddling 
garden seeds, camp stew, and 
running halloween carnivals”, 
to make a little money for cer- 
tain projects, 

After the main address, the 
program was opened for dis- 
cussion, Mr. Bowdoin stated he 
felt the best use of our schools 
could be made by running 
them on a twelve month ba- 
Sis, and using the quarter sys- 
tem. This way less teachers 
could be employed, and the 
school facilities would be used 
to a maximum,

The letter this week came 
from a man who first threw 
him a rope when he was sight_ 
ed by the ship’s lookout. ‘All 
the service men were offered 
technical training in any trade

B. C. Nash, of Brstol 3, United 
Kingdom. “I took a fitter’s en- 
gineer’s course. I have been at 
it ever since; raised a passel of 
kids too, got seven sons, oldest 
15 years, the youngest 3 months 
old. 


“My wife is as pleased as I 


am that you still remember us 
and sends her regards to you 
and yours. 


“Two years ago 40 of us Re- 
servists went to Germany as 
guests of the West German Na- 
vy. I went with very mixed feel_ 
ings, everything went all right, 
all very nice and correct, but 
I couldn’t get friendly. You 
know how it is, too many me- 
mories, I suppose.”

pense because it said that he 
had pictures of Harold’s ship, 
the S. S. Maiden Greek, just be_ 
fore it went under, and that he 
is sending the pictures by re- 


gular mail. 

“We had a captured camera, 
took it off an Italian Admiral 
in Sicily (his uniform wouldn't 
fit or I’d had that too) any- 
way, we took a photograph of 
the Maiden Greek just before 
that secorid ‘fish’ hit her. I'll 
send it by ordinary mail.” 


Incidentially, Harold receives 
no compensation from the giv 
ernment even though he was 
left permanently handicapped 
in the legs from the wounds. 
There is no provision for com- 
pensation to members of the 
Merchant Marine which is not 
a part of the armed services.

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$3.00 will be 
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MISDIRECTED IDEALISM .... 


The United Nations appears doomed, and there should 
be no more fitting epitah than this: 


“Here lies a victim of misdirected idealism!” 


If experience teaches anything, then the death of the 
United Nations will not have been in vain. But all too often 
we are reminded of the cliche that “If we learn anything 
from history, it is that we learn nothing from history.” 


But a cliche is true only half the time so let it be hop- 
ed that the death, first of the League of Nations, then of 
the United Nations, will cause a return to the wisdom of 
those philosophers who, from century to century, repeated 
eternal truths. 


Closer attention to the wisdom of Aristotle and Kant, 
for instance, could have prevented the debacle of the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

More than two thousand years ago Aristotle wrote 
that “The ruler and his subject have the same interest!” 
and again: “Hunting is an art which we ought to practice 
against men who, though intended by nature to be govern- 
ed, will not submit; for war of such kind is naturally just.” 


Yet misdirected idealism has led the premise that we 
must set free every Hottentot. The debacle in the Congo is 
a peifiect illustration. The Congolese were far happier, and 
had more of the good things of life ,before the withdrawal 
ef their Belgian rulers because ‘The ruler and his subject 
have the same interest.” 


The United Nations was founded upon the misdirected 
idealism that it would be open to every nation which pro- 
fessed a desire for peace. How short are memories: Hitler 
screaming his devotion to peace, the Japanese invading 
China to preserve the peace of Asia, Napoleon invading 
Russia to insure the peace of Europe. Every war in modern 
history has been launched in the name of peace. 

Immanuel Kant provided the answer long before Na- 
poleon, still longer before Hitler and Tojo. In ‘Perpetual 
Peace,’ Second Section, he outlined a plan for a working 
coalition of a community of nations, but he does not sup- 
pose for a moment that any nation ruled by a despot should 
be a member. 

‘ 

Kant envisioned a federation of free nations whose 
membership should be limited only to countries in which 
the governments are freely chosen b¥ the people, and 
where the executive branch is separated from the legisla- 
tvie branch. 

There would be hope for the peace of the world in a 
federation of nations composed of England, Scotland, the 
United States, Canada, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, West Germany and other nations with 
¢covernments chosen by the people in free elections.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 

THE BUILDING CODE FOR 
THE CITY OF ELBA, 
ALABAMA 


BE IT ORDAINED by the 
Mayor and Council of the City 
of Elba, Alabama, as follows: 

SECTION 1. That certain Or 
dinance regulating the erec- 
tion, construction, enlarge- 
ment, alteration, repair, mov- 
ing, removal, conversion, demo- 
lition, occupancy, use, height, 
area and maintenance of build 
ings or structures in the City 
of Elba, Alabama, which was 
duly passed and adopted on 
the 16th day of November, 1959, 
and spread upon the minutes 
of the Council at page 244 a- 
dopting the Southern Standard 
Building Code, 1953-54 revision, 
be and the same is hereby al- 
tered and amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 107-4—Schedule of 
Permit Fees. 

On all buildings, structures, 
or alterations requiring a build. 
ing permit, as set forth in Sec- 
tion 105, fee shall be paid as 
required at the time of filing 
application, in accordance with 
the following schedule: 

(a) Permit Fees. 

1, Any repairs or alterations 
not exceeding the sum of $500. 
00 shall require no _ building 
permit or inspection fee. 

2. For any alteration or re- 
pairs exceeding $500.00, or for 
the construction of any build- 
ing there shall be a fee in the 
amount of $1.00 for the value 
tion of each $1,000.00 or por- 


tion thereof, however, in no e- 


vent shall a permit cost in ex- 
cess of $25.00, and an inspec- 
ion fee of $2.50 for each in- 


spection by the building inspte 
tor appointed under this Ordi- 
nance, limited however to three 
such paid inspections. 

(b) Moving of Building or 
Structures. 

1. For the movng of any 
building or structure, the fee 
shall be $10.00. 

(ec) Demolition of Building or 
Structures, 

1, For the demolition of any 
building or structure the fee 
Shall be $10.00. 

Section 114—Violations and 
Penalties. 

Any person, firm, corporation 
or agent who shall violate a 
provision of this code, or fail 
to comply therewith, or with 
any of the requirements there- 
of, or who shall erect, con- 
struct, alter, demolish or move 
any structure, or has erected, 
constructed, altered, repaired, 
moved or demolished a build- 
ing or structure in violation of 
a detailed statement or draw- 
ing submitted and approved 
thereunder, or has made any 


electrical or Water connection 
at any building or construction 
site prior to the issuance of the 
permit required herein shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, Each 
such person shall be deemed 
guilty of a separate offense for

Wheat Program 
Rates Explained 


The average county rates per 
acre for wheat acreage divert- 
ed to conservation uses under 
the 1962 wheat program are 
$20.00 and $26.80, according to 
Earl Bess, chairman, Coffee 
county Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Com- 
mittee. 

Individual farm rates are 
based on these county rates de. 
pending on the farm’s produc- 
tivity in relation to the county 
average, the chairman said, He 
also pointed out that each 
wheat producer in the county 
with a 1962 wheat allotment, 
and also each producer with- 
out allotments who have grown 
wheat in at least one of the 
years 1959, 1960, or 1961, has re. 
ceived information on the 1962 
wheat program, including two 
rates for his farm. 

For the minimum, the rate is 
45 percent of the adjusted bas. 
ic county support rate, multi- 
plied first by the number of di. 
verted acres, and then by the 
individual farm yield or pro- 
ductivity index. 

The maximum payment rate 
is computed in the same way 
using 60 percent of the adjust- 
ed basic county support rate. 

Producers must use an acre- 
age at least equal to 11.1 per- 
cent of their 1962 farm wheat 
allotment for conservation in 
order to be eligible for price 
support under the 1962  pro- 
gram and be in compliance 
with their 1962 allotment. 

In addition, farmers may 
voluntarily divert an additional 
amount of one-third of their 
1962 allotment. The payment 
earned for this additional di- 
version is made at the maxi- 
mum farm payment rate. 

The diverted acreage must 
represent an additional diver- 
sion amount over the normal 
conservation acreage and any 
acreage diverted to conserya- 
tion uses for which payment is 
made under any other federal 
program, such as the feed grain 
program. However, cost-shar- 
ing under the Agricultural 
Conservation program (ACP) 
or the Great Plains Conserya- 
tion Program (GPCP), may be 
used to carry out conservation 
practices on diverted acres.
